priority and predetermined waste conditions that are determined based on relationship 

of congestion state for every connection in a stored cell. 

Document A2 relates to an ABR communication cell low monitor in an 
ATM network - monitors flow of fixed length packets in communication service for 
transferring data by changing allowed transmission rate of each connection depending 
on state of network being used. 

Document A3 is cited in the specification. English translations of the 
Japanese documents are not readily available, however, English language abstracts are 
provided herewith.
